Border Protection Section 321 Programs 





Section 321(a)(2)(C) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, authorizes CBP to provide an administrative exemption to admit free 
from duty and tax shipments of merchandise (other than bona fide gifts and certain personal and household goods) imported by one 
person on one day having an aggregate fair retail value in the country of shipment of not more than $800. This exemption is known 
as a de minimis entry. CBP has created Section 321 programs to enable the agency to monitor and protect against illegitimate trade 
while providing the public the benefits of duty free shipments for qualified imports.
